Road repairing has received great attention during the 
year and the entire length of the main road through the district 
is now in splendid condition. 

Three ¢ases of scarlet Fever (one fatal) and one case 
of diphtheria were notified to me during the year Proper precau- 
tions as tc isolation and subsequent disinfection were taker and 
there was no serious spread of the searlet Fever. 

There have been registered 8 birtis and 6 deaths in 
the district during 1904. 

As the polulation is estimated at 580 this gives us 2 
birth date of 13.79 per 1000 and a Death rate of 10.34 per 1000 of 
the population. Infant mortality is at the rate of Nil per 1000, 
births. Zymotic death rate 1.72 per 1900, There vas only one 
death from Tuberculosis (Fibroid Phthisis) and only cne death from 


a notifiavig infectious divease i. @. Scarlet Fever. One mild case 
of Diphtheria above mentioned.
